The 
resolution declared wiidly tor ‘a fais 
measure providing, under proper conditions, 
for unrestricted reciprocal trade relations 
between Canada and the United States.”

COUNCIL NOTES. 

Medicine Hat petitioned for a license sye- 
tem. 

Slight amendments have been made to the 
ordinance regarding the legal profession. 

The sheriff's ordinance provides that his 
oftice ge be kept open from 10 to 16 
o'clock. 

A Souris settler wanted a grant of $400 to 
put outa fire ina burning coal seam that 
was doing great damaye. 

The lieut -governor introduced a bill to 
regulate the fees of counsel, advocates, 
clerks, ete., under the Judicature act. 

Geo. Parks of Moosomin was appointed to 
the vacant shrievalty of Eastern Assiniboia 
pending an appointment by the government. 

The prairie fires ordinance provides that a 
person may kindle a fire in the presence of 
8iX persons arined with proper appliances te 
prevent its spread. 

Sutherland-Cayley moved a resolution 
favoring the ballot syatem in future North- 
West local leyislature and pariiawentary 
elections, Carried. 

In the discussion on the bill respecting fees 
of counsel in appeals etc. Turriff Haultain 
moved that the fees be reduced 50 per cent. 
The reduction was not agreed to. 

A return showed that the printing of the 
ordinances of 1887 in French cost 8350. 
Those of '84, ’85 and ‘86 are being translated 
ata cost of $1,000 and their printing will 
cost as much more. 

Ross- Wilson moved a committee conpris- 
ing the elected members of the council to 
draft a resolution recommending a future 
constitution for the Terzitories. Keed was 
added to the committee. 

The licut.-govenor laid on the table infor. 
mation concerning the population of Kastern 
Assiniboia. He explained that this was part. 
of a census which it was proposed to take 
and which it had not been thought advisable 
to continue. 

An ordinance provides that any person 
causing or allowing any polluting matter, 
such as manure or dead carcases to be de- 
posited within fifty feet of any running 
stream shall be liable toa fine of 85, or in 
default to imprisonment for one menth. 

The ordinance respecting chattel mort- 
gages provides that should any mortgaged 
property be removed out of one judicial dis- 
trict into another if the mortgage is not filed 
in the second district within three weeks the 
property may be sold and the mortgage have 
no validity. 

Amendmenta to the municipal ordinance 
provide for a property qualitication of @40n. 
to vote on a by-law. Town councils can in- 
vest their sinking fund for the redemption 
of debentures in school debentures. Money 
may be borrowed repayable in annual in- 
stalments, Councils shall consist of a mayor 
and six councillors. 

The lieut.-governor’s bill to tax incorporat- 
ed cow panies was defeated by sia to tive. He 
said that the total revenue of the Territories 
was $15,527. Permits brought in $4,329. 
This it was proposed to discontinue.  Bil- 
liard licenses brought as nuch more, and 
these it was proposed to hand over to the 
municipalities. If they desired responsible 
government they must have funds and he in- 
rodone this bill as one means of raising 

lem, 

The school bill provides for the appoint- 
ment of a board of education having five 
Protestant and three Roman Catholic mem- 
bers appointed by the lieut.-governor-in- 
council for two years or until their succeasors 
are appointed. The board is to meet twice a 
year, the members to be paid $4. day while 
in session and travelling and other expenses 
hesides, the board to appoint ite chairman 
and the liewt.-governor in council to appoint 
asceretary, A member's absence for six 
months will cause the forfeiture of his seat. 
A discussion took place as to whether the 
jvint board or the separate sections should 
fix the qualifications of teachers. Rouleau 
desired separate grading, Dewdney, Reed, 
Jelly and Haultain thought the grading 
should be done by the joint board. A con- 
clusion was not reached on the point at last 
accounts, 

In the debate on the adoption of the 
resolutions respecting scrip to half-breeds, 
the first clause was held over on resolution 
of Dewdney, Regarding the second clause 
Mr. Dewdney said that ‘In passing this 
memorial we would be buosing up the half- 
breeds with false hopes.” Rose said the 
position the council should take was this—if 
the half-breeds had through any disability 
not got their rights, we should see that dis- 
ability was removed.

In reading the last report of the commus- 
sioner of police lately I tind tnat he saye his 
plan of paying all accounts and letting all 
contracts frem Regina works well. He may 
think so, but if he would visit the North- 
West mounted police pusts ine would have 
reason tu change his mind. Asa sample 
case | will tell you how he let the beef con- 
tract for Edmonton and Ft. Saskatchewan 
for the current year. Tenders were called 
for in April to be sent to Ottawa, with a 
marked cheque goou tor ten per cent. of the 
total amouncttendered for. 1 teudered for 
the supply of beef and forwarded my tender 
and cheque to Ottawa on the lé4th of May by 
registered letter. No notice was taken of my 
tender, but other tenders were called for on 
the same contract in July to be putin at Ft. 
Saskatchewan, the divisional headquarters 
for this district. I put in another tender, in 
compliance with the terms of the advertise: 
ment, and was notiticed that mine was the 
euly one. No notice was given we that 
my tender would not be accepted; but its 
terme were made public and an offer accept- 
ed from another party two days ufter the 
tenders were opencd. I thought that the 
least the departuuent could do was to send 
wy deposit money back from Ottawa, eo | 
wrote requesting that it be ant forthwith, 
Lygotiton the l4th of September, having 
been deprived of the use of the money for 
four mouths, aloss to me on the amount, 
3783, at 2 per cent. a month, the interest de- 
manded by the banks here, of $60. = If there 
was any considerable saving made by the de- 
partment there might be some excuse for 
such proceedings but the offer that was ac- 
cepted was only half a cent a pound less than 
the tender I sent to Ottawa for Edmonton. 
This isthe plan he saye worke well. And 
this is only one case. All the other contracts 
were let in asiuilar manner, In fact the 
telegraphing alone must have cost more than 
was saved by this unjust, dishouorable way 
of duing business.
